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Ir is estimated that the cattle-- 
men lost $150,000 by feeding on 
the meadows this year. We think 
the figures too high, but, be that as 
it may, it has been a disastrous 
year for those who fed cattle. 
This is due te the fact that beef 
‘ was very low all winter, and in 
many instances cattle did not do 
as well as they should have done, 
owing to so much fox-tail being 
mixed with the hay. Fox-tail 
makes their mouths sore and 
draws them up so that they do not 
take on fiesh. This trouble isa 
growing one on the meadows, 
and unless some steps are taken to 
stamp it out it will cause a very 
serious loss in the future. Farmers 
cannot take too much pains to kill 
it out. This canbe done by plow- 
ing or by cutting it just before it 
heads out. The latter would prob- 
ably be the b:st way. To be sure, 
‘the first crop of hay would be nec- 
essarily light, but it would be free 
from the dangerous effects of fox- 
tail, and the second and third crops 
would be larger in consequence of 
an early cutting. We have had 
some experience with fvox-tail 
and know that unless steps are 
taken, and that very soon, te kill 
it out that it will take the country. 
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WuatT may be termed a beef 
local option bill was passed re- 
cently by the Michigan House. It 
provides that the Council of any 
town or city may appoint an in- 
spector, and that the sale of beef 
may be prohibited by ordinance 
which has not been inspected with- 
in the State within forty-eight 
hours from the time it was slaugb-

MAKING NEW -RYELIDS. 


A odes Girls Remarkable HEs- 
cape from Loss of Sight. 


| Desperate Chances Taken in an Operation 


on Badly-Burned Eyes—How a New 
York Surgeon Succeeded in Grow- 
ing New Lids. 


Among ali the operations that a surgeon 
is cailed on to perform there is none that re- 
quires ‘more skill, nerve and sound judgment 
than those in which tbe eye is treated, 
writes a New York corréspondent cf the St. 
Louis Globe. Democrat, The-eye is such an 
important factor in human life and the loss 
is attended with so much misery.and de- 
spair, that surgeons are teiproeued’ with the 
responsibility, and. particularly 80, as the 
slightest slip of the knife may dash a perscn 
inte eternal darkness. 

There is the case of Annie Morgan, of ih's 
city, the daughter of a wealthy citizen. She 
is about sixteen years old, and was a beavty, 
richeaind rare, until her face was disfigured 
by an accident. She was of a studious dis. 
position, and used to burn the midnight cil! 
steadily in her room. Loud, piercing screams 
awakened the whole Moygan househeid sev: 
eral months age. They came from Annie's 
room in the middle of the night, and it was 
thought that burglars had made their ap 
pearance. Everybody rushed there and 
found a bright flame on the floor from an 
overturned and broken lamp. There were 
groans coming from a pile of ciothmg~ on 
the bed, and when a big quilt was unrollea 
Annie was found with her-clothing badiy 
burned and the upper part of her body livid 
and with big blisters in many places. She 
had upset the iamp in some way, and the 
burning oil had been thrown over her. She 
retained her presence of mind, and, instead 
of fanning the flame by ranning around, she 
wrapped herself in a quilt and smothered 
the flame. This undoubtedly saved her life. 

A physician was summoned at once and 
Annie was removed to another room. The 
charred clothing was cut away with care, so 
as not to disturb the elevated epidermis, and 
the whole burned surface of the body was 
washed in a solution of creosote and water 
and then was covered with oj: and a tkick 
layer of cotton. Her face was greatly swol- 
len, and she was ip a comatose condition; 
the eyelids were raised, and it was seen that 
her eyes had not suffered as much as the 
surroundigg tissue. This was uncoubtedly 
tue to the fact that Annie, being near, 
sighted, had on a pair of glasses, and these 
protected the eyeballs from the first burst of 
the flame and frying oil. If she had been 
without the glasses both eyes would certainly 
have been destroyed, and even asit was 
their condition was bad enough. Her face 
was bathed in a soothing ointment and then 
wrapped in cotton so arranged as to exclude 
the air from every part except ou a line 
withthe mouth and nostrils. Burns when 
extensive are not only very dangerous, but 
are slow to healatall. Alternate hope and 


| fear were the only outcome of the patient’s 


condition for weeks. 

The worst part of the wound was around 
the eyes, and special attention was paid to 
keeping the pus from getting into them and 
preventing inflammation. The sightin the 
eye was not normal, but this was due to 
the disturbance in the retina from inflam- 
mation rather than to any permanent de- 
fect in the eyes. After a long, patient 
end hard struggle the proper combina- 
tion of internal and external remedies 
was discovered, and the _ condition 
was slowly improved, and finally the ulcers 
healed. The effect ofthe burn was horrible. 
The lower part of the face was in fair 
shape, and time and care would wipe out 
the irregularities and leave littie deformity , 
but the upper part would draw a sympa- 
thetic tear from a stone. The upper and 
lower eyelids on both eyes, under the influ- 
ence of the poison in the tissue, had sloughed 
away. 

Such a desperate state of affaigs led the 
doctor to take desperate chances. . He 
waited until the paitent had recovered 
strength and then began the work of mak- 
ing new eyelids. He started on the right 
eye first, which was in the worst condition, 
as only a slight portion of each lid remained. 
Cocaine was applied to the eye and neigh- 
boring tissue until it became insensuble. 
A slight portion of the flesh of the upper 
lid was made raw by scraping. A piece of 
tissue was cut from the patient’s arm, 
just large enough to fit the raw edge, 
and was quickly applied to it. It was 
only a small strip, but it speedily settled the 
fact that the flesh would take root, and in a 
few days it had united naturally. The next 
step in the operation was to dissect a flap 
from the back of the right arm, near the 
wrist, leaving one end of the tissue intact. 
The arm was raised to the level of the eye, 
and, while it was firmly held, was united to 
the upper lid withtwosutures. Smallstrips 
of adhesive plaster were also applied to 
strengthen the union, and larger pieces and 
bandages were used to hold the arm firmly 
in position. 

The patient had to be watched constantly 
to prevent her from getting relief from the 
awkward situation by lying on her arm. 
When the arm became numb electricity was 
used to stimulate the circulation of the 
blood. Antiseptic dressings were applied 
frequently to the wound, and in two weeks 
the union had become strong enough to per- 
mit the flap to be severed. The eye was 
kept moist all the time with castor oil, and 
the new flesh was raised by small ivory 
supports. The patient remained mm good 
health, and the left eye was operated upon. 
There was no preliminary ‘test used, and 


_after the upper lid had beep prepared a flap 


which had been cut from the left arm was 
joined to it with sutures and bandages. 
While this was becoming united the new 
lid on the right eye.was trimmed to the 
right size, drawn down at the corners and 
made fast at the outer and inner angles. 
The left lid made a more rapid union, and in 
ten days the arm was. released. This lid 
was also trimmed and fitted into po- 
sition. The wound healed splendidly, and 
‘was very encouraging. At the end of a 
month the entire tissue was covered with 
an unbroken membrane. -Another flap was 
made on the right arm, when the inflamma- 


' tion had subsided, and attached to the under 


Tid. This.also made @ good union, and the 
flap was severed in about ten days. 

Work was begun upon the other.eye in a 
few days.. This part of the operation was 
very troublesome, as the of the flesh 


were not properly adjusted by. reason of the 
patient jerking ber nead from pain.- There 


was considerable sloughing, but in time the 
wourd became healthy and the flesh united. 
The under eyelids were shaped to meet the 
upper onés and ‘Were butured. Careful

GORGEOUS. COSTUMES. 
The Cost of Mrs. Cornelias Vanderbilt's 
Exquisite Wardrobe. 

“At the beginning of last, season I or- 
dered arouna dozen of bali dresses from 
Worth, and not one is fit to wear again,” 
said Mrs. Cornelius Vanderbilt toa friend 
the other gay, according to the New York 
Journa!. 

When one thinks of the dimes tulles and 
gauzes, the delicate laces and satins which 


ferm the present imateriais for evening 
dresses. aud then counts the rough treat- 
goods receive in a 
crowded ball-room, ‘this is not to be won. 
dered at. Thechtef beauty of a bal) dress 
is its freshness, @nd’/at a second weanag 
this will be entifely lost. The most simple 
gown ef white tulle garlanded with lilies or 
hvacinths custs at the least $300 when made 
by Worth. The same gown coule be made 
at home for $30, but where would be the 
bliss in wearing it? 

‘Mrs. Vanderbilt's most expensive bali 
dress cost $600, and yet it was a very simple 
dress to the masculine eye, at least. She 
wore it oa the evening of her own bail, and 
without a single jewel. It was a delicate 
lilac satin, made with a court train anc cut 
low in the neck; the skirt was hand-em- 
broidered with clusters of lilacs, touched, 
with tiny gold. beads, and the entire aréak 
was draped in lilac tulle run with threads 
of gold. 

One of the most inexpensive ba‘] dresses 
was made in town, and was of silver satin 
brocade and white faille silk, the brocade 
forming the court train. ‘This gown cest 
but #300, and was made by a modiste up- 
town. 

Her dinner and opera dresses are aiways 
very handsame—rich brocades and veivets, 
satins and laces being used. Most of them 
are made in town. One little gem is a 
pearly satin, looking like silver, the entire 
front of the gown and the corsage being a 
mass of steel beads. Panels of dove-gray 
velvet are introduced at the sides, and the 
bodice is entirely of the velvet. Another is 
of pansy-velvet broeaded in the flower and 
combined. with plain satin of the same 
shade. . 

As for tea gowns, she seldom wears them, 
not caring to change her dress more than 
threé times aday, but she has four or five 
which she-wears at her ‘‘ at homes.”’ 

The sum of $16,000 was spent for imported 
dresses and wraps last fall, and the sum- 
mer wardrobe for wear at Newport has 
just been ordered at a similar cost. Five 
wraps, all exceptionally handsome, have 
been worn this winter by Mrs. Vanderbilt. 
A sealskin dolman, costing $2,500; an opera 
cloak of white silk, hned with ermine, which 
was imported for $2,000; a small jet wrap, 
a plush wrap anda short, braided jacket 
were the other three. 

“It keeps three women constantly em- 
ployed making Mrs. Vanderbilt’s under- 
wear,” said a young woman at the Woman’s 
Exchange the Other day. “She always has 
every article made by hand, and as the 
sheerest cambrics and finest linens are 
used the work is slow. She prefers Torchon 
or Valenciennes lace trimmings to em- 
broidery, and a great many sets are of 
drawn work. 

‘‘ Besides the garments made by these 
three women, I believe she has silken un- 
derwear imported, and a set of three pieces 
costs over $150. I should think she spends 
about $1,000 a year on underwear and as 
much more.on lingerie and handkerchiets. 
The latter are always hemstitched by hand, 
and she uses as Many as six dozen a year. 
You know society women never have pock- 
ets and are always losing their handker- 
chiefs.” 

As for bonnets, gloves, stockings and 
shoes, Mrs. Vanderbilt has all of these arti- 
cles imported to natch her dresses, and at 
@ yearly expense of $50U%or ponnets and the 
same amount for the other three articles. 
She only orders two pairs of walking shoes 
éach year, and these have been made for 
years by a Russian, in St. Petersburg, who 
fits her to perfection. With $15,000 for 
dresses—twelve for balls, ten for dinners 
and receptions, fifteen for summer wear— 
another $5,000 for wraps, $500 for bonnets, 
$1,000 for underwear, $500 for gloves and 
shoes, $1,000 for lingerie and handkerchiefs, 
and $2,000 for parasols, combs, hairpins and 
the thousand little articles that women wear, 
and it is not difficult to see how easily $25,000 
is spent. 


INDUSTRIAL MATTERS.

THE business of the Northampton Emery 
Wheel Company, Leeds, Mass., was larger 
in 1887 than ever before, and they report 
that 1588 opens well. 

A THIrTY-TWO inch vein of coal has been 
found three miles from Haddam, Kan. The 
quality of the coal has been thoroughly 
tested in Haddam and found to be excellent. 


INVFSTIGATIONS near Emporia, Kan., show 
a four foot seam of coal at a depth of ninety 
feet. The prospects of coal being found 
in Cloud, Republic and Jewell counties is 
said to be excellent. 


Tae Iowa Rolling Mill Company, of Bur- 
lington, are at ~resent engaged in con- 
structing two Smith furnaces and pro- 
ducers, replacing the two gas furnaces 
built by other parties a year or more ago. 


In Missouri plenty of coal of good quality 
is reported found at Union, im Franklin 
County.
